2. In the future, idieneser a letter drop or phone 
nimber is requested for use by an inside satellite agent 
the rsqiueat will specif ically state this fact, and it will 
be assused by Headquarters that any address or phone nusber 
supplied by an EE field station in response will not hawe 
been prewiously issued to a denied area agent. flTTt is 
Ispossible to provide a phone nusber not already known to 
another inside agent. Field Stations should infom Head- 
quarters what nusbers are available and the eryptonyss of 
inside agents to shoe they have already been assigMKl. 

.HiMtdqyirtyps will then dyide which nusber. if any, will be 
supplied to the new aaent . 

S. In the seantlse all Stations and Bases are requested 
to review their records and ihfors Headquarters not later 
than 1 Hirch 1BS4 of those addresses which have been given 
to mof than cme draied area agent. In addition, we would 
like to be inforsed o f any operational phone nusber which 
has been provided to nore than one denied area agent. 

4. The increased but'den placed on field stations by 
lljaiting the use of acoosaodation facilities to a single 
agent resident in a denied area is appreciated and the 
responsible Headquarters Osaka will endeavor to spread 
their requests asong field stations. We owe it to both 
the agent and ourselves, however, to preclude this neans 
of possible ccspronise, or loss or interruption of o<wtact 
with a denied area agent. 
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
